NEW YORK, Dec.' 28.—While 
the 


L,ausanne confeience is facing the 
possibility of its break-up owing to 
disagreement over the.Mosul oil ques- 
tion, a powerful Turkish army is as- 
sembled at Diarbekr, a strategic point 
of great importance in the vicinity ot 
the disputed aiea, ready to pounce 
upon the oil fields. 


When I left the near east a few- 


weeks ago that force, which is under 
the command of Djevad Pasha, one of 
Turkey's ablest 
military leaders of 


Gallipoli fame, numbered about 50,uOO 
fully equipped men. 


Mosul is one of the most ancient 


centers of human civilization and has 
seen uncounted battles and contests 
from biblical adys to the present. Just 
across the Tigiis river, opposite the 
city, is a hill which hides from view | 
the remnants of the once glorious city 
of Nineveh, which passed from splen- 
dor to ruin, as the prophets of the Old 
Testament had predicted. 


The territory which is the coveted 


prize of present day rivalry between 
British and Turkish diplomacy, was 
successively under the sovereignty of 
the Sumerian-Akkadian king, Sargdn, 
who ruled about 3,500 B. C.; of Baby- 
lon, 
Assyria, Peisia, Alexander the 


Great, the Seleucid empire, the sec- 
ond Persian empue, the Abbasside 
caliphs among whom 
Haroun-Al-Ra- 


shid, of "Arabian Nights" fame, was 
.the most remarkable. It was tne victo- 
rious onslaught of Tamerlan's mon- 
grol hordes and 
has since formed 


part of the Turkish empire. After the 
British victory in the near east in 1918 t 
it was occupied by England's armies 1 
which soon had to face a bloody upris- 
ing of the natives, which ultimately 
forced the British to "evacuate it and 
to withdraw their forces to southern 
Mesopotamia. Mosul is now part of | 
the Mesopotamia^ kingdom of Eng- 
land's vassal, King Feisal of Irak. 


While the city of Mosul is Arabic, 


the entire territory of which it is the 
center and which is now the subject 
of the discussion at Lausanne, is in- 
hibited by the Kurds who claim alle- j 
giance to Turkey. 
This region-is one* of the richest oil 


territories of the world, and it Is be- 
lieved that once explo^teu it will yield 
a production equalling or possibly sur- 
passing the output of the Mexican 
fields. 
The richest among the numerous 


fields of the region is at Gayara, im- 
mediately to the south of the city of 
Mosul, but there is quite a series of 
exceptionally abundant oil wells in 
the neighborhood. 
The British claim to the oil fields 


is based upon negotiations which took 
place before the world war between 
the Turkish government and the ( 
Turkish petroleum company, a British; 
controlled concern. The Turks refute 
tie British claims, declaring that 
those conversations 
had led td no 


agreement of any description because 
the outbreak of the war interrupted 
the conversations before any conces- 
eion had been granted. This state- 
ment has so far not been disproved 
by the British.

That was the statement of Presi- 


dent D. W. Morehouse, of Drake uni- 
versity, of Des Monies, la., representa- 
tive of the sixth district, in his re- 
port to the association at its annual 
meeting here today. 


Dr. Morehouse recommenced that a 


sane, sensible attitude -toward- ath- 
letic expenses be taken by the univer- 
sities and 
colleges comprising the 


membership of the association, and he 
mentioned the installation of graduate 
coaching systems as one way to alle- 
viate the menace of "commercialism." 


In response to a questionnaire sent 


oat by him, Dr. Morehouse found that1 
eight athletic 
associations, with a 


membership o* sixty schools, now ex- 
ist in the sixth district 


Associations represented in -replies, 


to the questionnaire included the Mis- 
souri valley conference, the mid-west 
athletic conference 
of colleges, the 


Iowa intercollegiate athletic associa- 
tion, the Missouri intercollegiate as- 
sociation, the Kansas intercollegiate 
athletic conference, the Nebraska col- 
legiate association, "the^ north central 
intercollegiate athletic 
association 


and the South Dakota intercollegiate 
athletic association. 


In summarizing important problems 


of the members of the sixth district 
Dr. Morehouse said, in his report to- 
day: 


"The high salaries of the 'coaches, 


the tremendous coat of equipment and 
the traveling expenses of learns makes 
the athletic problem one of the most 
difficult for the college administrator. 


"In my judgment, some sane, sensi- 


ble attitude should be taken by the 
colleges concerning athletic expenses. 


"The 
fabulous prices paid coaches 


have been made possible by the acts 
of the college administrators them- 
selves. If one college =-cc 3ds in de- 
veloping a strong athletic staff, imme- 
diately it is open to the attack of 
other "colleges seeking capable men 
for their staffs, and because of this 


* unwholesome practice, irhich is not 


ble-a part of the instructional staff as 
the dean of a college and he should 
feel the same loyal interest in his in- 
stitution. The oft-suggested scheme of 
the graduate coaching system is prob- 
ably the best solution tor this matter. 
If the tendency to commercialize the 
time of the athletic coach continues, 
our college athletics are doomed to 
the same level as professional ath- 
letics." 


Dr. Morehouse reported that track 


athletics seemed to be gaiUng in pop- 
ularity in the sixth district, pointing 
to the great success of the Drake re- 
lay meet am the classic Iowa inter- 
collegiate track and field meet to 
prove his point.

come Millionaire. 


O'NEILL, Xeb., Dec. 28.—John J. 


Hynes, living nortli of O'Neill, may 
become 
a millionaire because corn 


was so plentiful last year that it didn't 
bring any price and times, were hard 
hat he didn't feel able to take the 
necessary investment in a bale or so 
of cotton flannel mittens to protect his 
lands from sandburrs and cockleburre 
n getting out the corn. 
John gave up the idea of nuslcing 


his corn for the market that fall after 
he had visited Spencer, his neaerst 
town, learned the price of corn and of ( 
cotton flannel mittens and compared 
the two prices. It was necessary'bow- 
ever to gather a little of the corn to 
feed the horses, the dairy stock and a 
pig or two and liand protection was 
necessary to do the work, so neces- 
sity, as has often been the case, be- 
came the mother of invention, and 
Hynes improvised a pair of mittens 
irom a worn out inner tube and some 
tire tape. He decided to husk corn 
only while the supply of defunct inner 
tubes lasted and then to let the stock 
harvest the rest themselves. 


But the firet pair of mittens made 


from the inner lube refused to wear 
out or even become thin until more 
than 800 bushels of corn had been 
picked, while a pair of ordinary mitts 
does well to last thru the picking of 
from forty to sixty bushels and John 
took out the corn in entire section 
field before 
he had exhausted 
his 


supply of inner tubes. Incidentally he 
told his neighbor^ about his dtec&very, 
or invention and they, too, made mit- 
tens from old inner tubes.
